* Increasesthe seriousness level of Criminal Mistreatment in the first degree from a
seriousness level IX to alevel X.

Background:

A parent of achild, a person entrusted with the physical custody of achild or dependent person, a
person who has assumed the responsibility to provide to a dependent person the basic necessities
of life, or a person employed to provide to the child or dependent person the basic necessities of
life, isguilty of Criminal Mistreatment in the first degreeif he or she recklessly causes great
bodily harm to a child or dependent person by withholding any of the basic necessities of life.
Criminal mistreatment in the first degreeis a seriousness level X, class B felony offense. A
first-time offender with no prior criminal history would receive a presumptive sentence range of
31 to 41 monthsin prison.

A child is defined as a person under the age of 18 yearsold. A dependent person is defined as a
person who, because of physical or mental disability, or because of extreme advanced age, is
dependent upon another person to provide the basic necessities of life. A resident of anursing
home or adult family home or afrail elder or vulnerable adult is presumed to be a dependent
person.

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Great bodily harm means bodily injury which creates a high probability of death, or which causes
serious permanent disfigurement, or which causes a permanent or protracted loss or impairment
of the function of any bodily part or organ.

Summary of Bill:

The crime of Criminal Mistreatment in the first degree isincreased to a seriousness level X, classB
felony offense. A first-time offender with no prior criminal history would receive a presumptive
sentence range of 51 to 68 monthsin prison.
